RESPONSE TO REQUIREMENT FOR RESTRICTION AND ELECTION OF SPECIES 

In a Requirement for Restriction and Election of Species (the "Requirement") 
dated November 14, 2007, the Examiner required restriction under 35 U.S.C. §§ 121 
and 372 between the following groups of claims: 

• Group 1 , claims 1-25, and 36-37, drawn to a polymer affinity matrix; 

• Group 2, claims 26-28, and 32-34, drawn to a method of removal; and 

• Group 3, claims 29-31 and 28-46, drawn to a method of producing. 
Requirement, page 2. 

In addition, upon election of any one of the above groups, the Examiner also 
requires election of a single species of solid support, spacer, and ligand. See 
Requirement, page 4. 
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In response to the Restriction requirement, Applicants elect, without traverse, 
group 1, i.e. claims 1-25 and 36-37. 

With respect to the species election, Applicants elect crosslinked polystyrene and 
polyethylene glycol, as set forth in claim 25, as the species of solid support and spacer. 
As the species of ligand, Applicants elect the second formula set forth in claim 13, i.e., 
where the binding unit is Lys(Arg) 2 . Claims 1-25, and 36-37 are generic to these 
species. Applicants expect that, if the elected species is found allowable, the Examiner 
will continue to examine the full scope of claims 1-25 and 36-37 to the extent necessary 
to determine the patentability of these claims, i.e., to extend the search to a reasonable 
number of the non-elected species, as required by M.P.E.P. § 803.02 and 
35 U.S.C. § 121.
